5.  Beginning  Freshmen   (See  Table  6) 

Evidence  of  a  continued  upswing  in  the  quality  of  the  freshman  class  at  both  Urbana  and  at  the  Chicago 
Circle  is  contained  in  the  data  showing  distribution  by  quartlle  rank  in  high  school.   At  Urbana  this  year, 
84.18  percent  of  the  beginning  freshmen  came  from  the  highest  quarter  of  their  various  high  school  graduating 
classes  as  compared  with  66.53  percent  a  year  ago.   Last  year,  91.84  percent  of  the  beginning  freshmen  ranked 
in  the  upper  half;  this  increased  to  98.52  percent  of  the  beginning  freshmen  this  year.  At  the  Chicago  Circle 
an  improvement  is  also  indicated.  Our  data  indicate  that  66.58  percent  of  this  year's  beginning  freshmen 
ranked  in  the  top  quarter  compared  to  54.37  percent  last  year,  and  that  94.12  percent  ranked  in  the  upper  half 
this  year  compared  with  84.24  percent  from  the  upper  half  a  year  ago.   At  Urbana  5,511  enrolled  directly  from 
secondary  schools,  a  decrease  of  11  or  0.20  percent.   At  the  Chicago  Circle,  the  enrollment  directly  from 
secondary  schools  was  3,557,  an  Increase  of  1,440  or  68.02  percent.
